AKTIlVfTM MESSAOE. 


Tho Presidents messags is one of 


the ablest State papers ever submit- 
ted to any Congress, and • marks 
President Arthur one of the greatest 
men this country has ever had in the 
Executive office. It i» thoroughly 
American in tone, and onr foreign 
relations are extensively treated, and 
in every instance it appears that 
America is fully recognized as the 
greatest and beat country on the faoe 
of tha globe. The President soys 
the Chinese restriction Act must not 
be violated. He opposes the absolute 
abrogation of the Hawaiian treaty, 


Marshals should be pail wholly by 
salaries, instead of in part by fees, as 
is now the case. He is "solid" on 
the Utah question, saying: 
"lam 


convinced that polygamy has'beoome 
strongly intrenched in the Territoiy 
of Utah; that it is profitless to at- 
tack with any but the stoutest 
weapons which oonstitutional legisla- 
tion can make. I favor, therefore, 
the repeal of the Act upon which the 
existing Government depends, the 
resumption by the National Legisla- 
ture of tho entire political control of 
the Territory, and the establishment 
of a Commission with such powers 
and duties as shall ba dslegutud to it 
by law." 
He favors a cheap Govern- 


ment for Alaska. He pronounces in

The President next 
reports the consolidation of the in- 
ternal revenue districts, the result 
of which has been a reduction of 
one-third of the numbers.

postal statistics, 


the President urges a return to the 
uniform rate of one cent postage for 
drop -letters in the cities where the 
carrier system has been established. 
The President objects to the Gov- 
ernment going into the telegraph 
business, but thinks some sort of su- 
pervision should be exercised over 
inter-State telegraph communication. 
He concurs with the Attorcey Gen- 
eral in the belief that the laws which 
regulate the fees of jurors and wit 
nesses ia the Federal Courts should 
ba amended; also, that tha compen- 
mtion of District Attorneys and

The Government 
gets $2 50 an acre for land perhaps 
worth ten times its cost to the specula- 
tors. The agricultural lands in Dakota 
are also receiving marked attention. 
The failure of ths timber culture law to 
procure the result coutsinplated, audits 
success in promoting fraudulent entries 
are paralleled by the the Desert Land 
Aot, frauds under which are committed 
mainly i n the Pacific States and Terri- 
tories. But the frauds do not stop here. 
Government prices for coal lands are 
from $10 to 5>20 per acre, • and 
fraudu- 


lent entries of coal lands are made un- 
der pre-emption and other agricultural 
laws. The reports of special agents 
cover heavy transactions of this sort in 
Colorado and other States ia which 
coal abounds, the fraudulent entries 
proving to be the property of mining 
companies.

and Arizona, is found 
to be that 


cowboys are brought up ir) sqvmds to 
the district laud office to swear in mel- 
lifluous Spanish names to affidavits that 
they have resided on laud for ton, 
twelve or twenty years, whan in fact 
they may not have been in the Terri- 
tory as many months or days. But 
they swear all the same, and each 
serves as a regulation witness for .the 
other. Tha cost of 160 acres to 'the 
stock company is by this prooass aljout
